WARN PRANKSTERS 
TO LEAVE MAIL 
BOXES ALONE 


The Postal Inspection Service 
warns pranksters to leave mail 
boxes alone unless they want to 
face prosecution. It is a violation 
of Federal law to injure, destroy 
or do damage to a letter box, or 
any other receptacle used to re- 
ceive mail or to deliver it. Like- 
wise, it is a violation of Federal 
law to damage, open, or otherwise 
tamper with any mail in mail box- 
es. The Postal Inspector in Charge 
at Chattanooga,. Tennessee has 
stated that a thorough investiga- 
tion will be made of any com- 
plaint about damaged mail boxes 
or mistreatment of mail therein, 
and a full report of the investiga- 
tion will be presented to the De- 
partment of Justice. 

The maximum penalty for vio- 
lating this law is $1,000.00 fine, 
or three years in prison. 


THREE OTHER LAND

Hospital Addition 


Senator John Stennis ‘disclosed 
Tuesday the federal govern- 
ment had approved $272,763 in 
public work funds to aid in the 
construction of a 36-bed addition 
to Hancock General Hospital at a 
cost of $409,144. 

Hospital administrator Thomas 
Logue said aid under the accele- 
rated works program was first 
discussed in November 1960 and 
application for a grant was made 
shortly after. The administrator 
said “we ` had almost given up 
hope.” | 

Logue said Wednesday he plan- 
ned to meet later in the day with 
Board Attorney Lucien Gex, board 
president R. G. Hubbard and 
Architect Carl Mathis of Hatties- 
burg to discuss the matter. 

Plans, bids, approval of bond 
issue and other details in connec- 
tion with the project will have to 
be completed in 90 days, Logue 
said, it is expected, he added, to 
get the work underway by January 
31 and completed by early next 
fall. 

The county’s share of the cost 
of construction will be financed 
by bonds which the board of su- 
pervisors plan to issue, the ad 
ministrator said. 

The new addition, Logue said, 
will more than double the present 
floor space and will include three 
more emergency rooms. The hos- 
pital presently has two emergency 
rooms.

Seek To Stay Election 
Hancock Supervisors 


A group of Hancock County 
residents Wednesday petitioned 
the U. S. Supreme Court to .stay 
the Nov. 5 general election for 
members of the county board of 
supervisors pending perfection 
of an appeal from a Mississippi 
Supreme Court ruling in a re 
districting suit. 

The Mississippi Supreme Court 
on Oct. 21, ruled Hancock Coun- 
ty citizens seeking to redistrict 
supervisor districts must petition 
the board of supervisors, as pro- 
vided by state law, and declined 
to order the board to redistrict. 

The redistricting suit had been 
appealed to the state supreme 
court after Hancock County chan- 
cery court ruled on last Feb. 28 
that the petitioners had not ex- 
hausted adequate remedies at law. 

Neither the chancery court nor 
the state supreme court ruled on 
points brought up by the petition- 
ers alleging a denial of their in- 
dividual rights under the equal 
protection clause of the 14th 
amendment of the U. S. Constitu- 
tion. 

The petition to the U. S. Su 
preme Court for a stay of the 
general election claims Hancock 
County citizens are entitled to 
court-ordered reapportionment 
“notwithstanding the existence of 
a clearly impracticable and vit- 
tually impossible initiative pro- 
visions,” referring to the state 
petition statute. 

The Mississippi legislature, for 
the first time since the 1890 Con- 
stitution, is now reapportioned as 
a result of the U. S. Supreme 
Court’s ruling in the Baker versus 
Carr case which held invidious

BARNET T: The people prob- 
ably will find it out. 

RFK: There's not going to be 
any mention of it from here.

Our conversations weren't 
taken down here. 

RFK: You never had anything 
that's come out of this office 
and I never said J talked to you 
and I have never made one 
statement about your or any- 
thing to do with Mississippi 
so I think — 

BARNETT: One man said, 
*you will all compromise in this 
thing?’ 

RFK: You are not compromis- 
ing — you are standing right 
up there. Your lawyers advised 
you on this — your lawyer and 
everybody else in order to rem- 
edy the situation for yourself 
and get through this case in the 
best possible fashion. Tomor- 
row by the time the case starts 
the situation changes com- 
pletely. We're not going to 
make any statement on this. I 
am happy its gets resolved. 
BARNETT: — One man-said 
to me, ‘you compromising this 
thing?’ 

RFK: Governor, we're coming 
in at 5 o'clock and sending 25 
marshals bringing their guns 
and third, I am asking you 
whether you will take the re- 
sponsibility for law and order. 
You said you would. 
BARNETT: That's right. Gen- 
eral, the Lt. Governor wants to 
speak to you. 

RFK: Governor, as far as you're 
concerned, there is not going 
to be any statement out of 
here and for your own sake 
and the sake of your state, get 
it resolved today. I am happy 
to have all the Marshals puil 
their guns and force their way

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BARNETT: Of course, you 
and I are in agreement. They 
are going to point their guns—

sissippi and you have no choice 
then. 
BARNETT: The Lt. Governor 
wants to say somcthing. 
JOHNSON: General Kennedy, 
we are trying to be completely 
honest abou this thing. We got 
a few intense citizens here got 
a lot of men who are not di- 
rectly under us who are in- 
volved to hold the fort such as 
sheriffs and deputies. We can- 
not assure anybody that those 
people or someone maybe hot- 
eaded and start shooting and 
didn’t want to assure you of 
anything unless we know it 
could be carried out. 
RFK; lf you are going to tell 
me now in contradiction what 
you told me a half-hour ago 
that there won't be any shoot- 
ing. I won't send in any Mar- 
shals there that they might be 
shot — 
JOHNSON: That's what we 
are asking you for—time. 
We've got to have time in or- 
der to discreetly move these 
sheriffs out of here — 
RFK: Lt. Governor, let me ex: 
plain something to you. It’s a 
arie of two here and your- 
ifficulty is that tomorrow you 
have got this court case and by 
then it’s too late. If you and the 
Governor don’t go to court 
they will issue a bench warrant 
and then they will have troop- 
ers arrest you and come in and 
also keep the university open 
and that situation will be 
worse. You've got a couple of 
hours to tell the sheriffs and 
others to go home and sud- 
denly I will call at 4 o'clock 
your time and tell them he is 
coming in. 
JOHNSON: I can’t move these 
people out of there, General. 
Some won't leave. 
REK: Lt. Governor, it’s com- 
pletely up to you. If you say 
there might be shooting I will 
call it off, 
JOHNSON: I am not telling 
you there will he any at all as 
far as we can control. 
RFK: 1 can’t take the chance. 
JOHNSON: And we couldn’t 
here.

There are 300, 400 
or 500 people and we can’t 
shake these people in this 
length of time and get rid of 
people whom we don’t have 
complete control over.

RFK: May I speak to the Gov- 
ernor again? 
BARNETT: General? Let me 
say this. One man had a gun 
and I said, ‘how many times 
does it shoot? and he said 6 
times and if that doesn’t get 
the job done I got a little one 
here for number 7. That's what. 
we want to control. I am the 
last man in the world to want 
any trouble. We can’t have it, 
you know. If half a dozen peo- 
ple got killed it would hurt me, 
ou the Lt. Governor, all of us. 
hy can’t you do this — 
RFK: 1 can't do that, Gover- 
nor. I don’t have any control 
over it — 
BARNETT: 1 am talking about 
this afternoon. Pass it over for 
a few days. Let us know that 
these folks are cool headed and 
no trouble. I will go all the 
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way out. It might be General 
that they might make a state- 
ment to the press that you are 
going to have to use force and 
we could tell our men just walk 
back and do nothing. You need 
to think this thing out, Gen- 
eral. 

RFK: I was relying on what 
Mr. Watkins said and what 
others said but I think neither 
one of us want to do it unless 
there is assurance there won't 
be any violence. 

BARNETT: The Lt. Governor 
is thoroughly convinced we 
might be acting foolish here to 
do it this afternoon. 

RFK: O.K., Governor. He 
won't come. 

BARNETT: You have not 
broken your word to me. I told 
a lot of people—you have been 
kind, 1 have legislature in ses- 
sion right now and it's rough 
on me.

They're 
mad at me and mad at you. 1° 
have seen in the papers that 
they think we should have 
answered the force you used.

It is the duty 
of each state to protect its citizens 
against those who are incapable 6f 
casiing a democratic vote. 


AS recently as 1959, the U. S. 
Supreme Court held that the plain 
words of the Constitution require 
voters in federal elections to meet 
the standards set in each state. 
And in the question of the poll 
tax, many state legislatures have 
agreed that only a Constitutional 
amendment can set it aside as a 
qualification in federal elections. 


But the President’s civil rights 
bill attempts to set aside the poll 
tax at a time when no Constitu- 
tional amendment has been passed. 
The Attorney General could file 
suit to ignore one of the qualifica- 
tions which the citizens of a state 
have set up under the guarantees 
of the U. S. Constitution. 


In a second provision, the Presi- 
dent also seeks to give the Attor- 
ney General power to ignore a 
state's literacy test in a case where 
a voter applicant has completed 
six years of school. It is impor- 
tant to note that this infringement 
of the rights of the citizens in each 
state is not based on race. 


A few weeks ago, the President 
indicated that the problem of illi- 
teracy was widespread. He said

President directs his brother to 
intervene in any state or federal 
election he chooses. The Attorney 
General is empowered to set aside 
the local voting officials. He need 
only allege to a federal court that 
less than 15 per cent of the pro- 

qualified voters of any‘ 
race have not been registered in 
that district. 

Without taking evidence or mak- 
ing any finding, the court must 
immediately appoint temporary 
federal voting referees. The feder- 
al referees will then interpret the 
qualifications of applicants as they 
see fit. And then the election will 
be held. 

After the election has been de- 
cided, the court will proceed to 
take evidence on the Attorney 
General’s allegation. If it is found 
to be weak or in error, it will be 
dismissed, and the unqualified 
voters removed from the rolls. 

But whatever the final outcome 
of the complaint, the election is 
valid. 

Civil rights experts have con- 
cluded that this procedure violates 
the due process of law which guar- 
anteed to all citizens by the Fifth 
Amendment to the Constitution 
Due process requires that no mat- 
ter be decided until after hearings 


and a fair trial. But the method 


chosen by the President allows the 
Attorney General to attain his 
desired end before the case is de- 
cided. 

For these reasons, more and 
more observers feel that this ex- 
tension of the Attorney General’s 
power into the everyday lives of 
citizens is a disturbing prospect. 
They feel that the President’s ci- 
vil rights bill consists of $0 per 
cent federal power and 10 per cent 
civil rights.
